"I was driving and had just stopped for a red light " he

quickly and began massaging Solow's heart, and this was 
continued after the arrival of an ambulance manned by five 
trained volunteers.

A cardiac monitor was put into action. Intravenous medi-

"It was powerful enough to lift my entire body inches off 


the operating table, an electrocution in reverse," Solow 
said doctors told him later. "But there was no result. The 
heart still showed no activity." 


A second shock was administered, and at 11:15 a.m. Dr. 


Roth remembers: 


"At this time, "examination revealed that the patient's 


pupils were constricted and narrow, indicating there was a 
possibility of survival.... After the second shock, we began 
to get evidence of a rhythm on the cardiac monitor. 


"The patient was alive and we rapidly began to get in- 


creasing movement. He was able to breathe, and we put 
him unfler nasal oxygen. From that point, we tended to 
stabilize him, giving him whatever drugs were required, 
and monitoring the cardiogram, to make sure the heart 
wouldn't stop again." 


"The crisis was over," Solow wrote. But he added that

Train strikes camper, 
Appleton man dies 


A 48-year-old Appleton man died late 


Thursday, one hour after his camper 
bus was struck by a Chicago & North 
Western Road freight train along the 
tracks in the 100 block of N. State 
Street. 


Coroner Bernard H. Kemps said the 


man, Douglas P. Hiroskey, 233 E. 
Atlantic St., died at St. Elizabeth Hos- 
pital about 11:50 p.m. from massive 
internal bleeding due to crushing chest 
injuries.

The train, moving southwest 
from Green Bay en route to Fond du 
Lac, struck the right front side of the 
bus and carried it for 106 feet along the 
tracks. 


While being dragged, the bus struck 


two unoccupied cars and broke off a 
telephone pole. The train, which the 
engineer said had its air brakes cut or 
damaged by the impact, was unable to 
stop immediately and carried the front 
wheels of the bus more than 1,000 feet 
down the tracks. The train finally 
stopped at the Locust Street crossing.

Debt limit 
bill squeaks 
by House 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A national 


debt ceiling bill that scraped through 
the House by the narrowest possible 
margin is headed for a Senate that may 
try to turn it into a vehicle for massive 
tax cuts and reforms. 


The bill to increase the Treasury's 


borrowing authority by $19.3 billion, to 
a total of $495 billion, was put to a 
House roll call Thursday that ended 191 
to 190. Speaker Carl Albert, who votes 
only when the House is deadlocked 
cast the deciding ballot. 


It was the first time since 1957 a 


speaker had cast, from his presiding 
chair, a straight tie-breaking vote. 
Twice since then speakers have voted 
in special situations requiring two- 
thirds. 


Votes on the debt ceiling often are 


taken as referenda on the incumbent 
administration's 
economic policies, 


and Democrats were quick to point out 
that Republicans Thursday voted 93 to 
75 against the increase, while Demo* 
crats voted 116 to 97 for it. 


Chairman Wilbur D. Mills, D-Ark., of 


the Ways and Means Committee that 
handled the bill, said the close vote 
showed widespread unhappiness with 
Nixon's handling of the'economy. 


He had argued that the House had no 


choice but to pass the bill, reduced by 
his committee from a $505 billion ad- 
ministration request. Unless it is fi- 
nally enacted by June 30, the debt ceil- 


ing will drop about $75 billion below the 
actual debt. 


In the Senate, advocates of tax cuts 


and tax reform have been waiting for 
an opportunity to attach their proposals 
to a House-passed bill, since the Senate 
is barred constitutionally from origi- 
nating tax legislation. 


A minor tariff bill had been picked 


for the vehicle, but Senate sources said 
it now is likely the debt ceiling bill, on 
which Congress must act, will be used 
instead. 


Likely to be offered as amendments 


are a proposal to slash taxes by raising 
the personal exemption from $750 to 
$825, or, alternatively, allowing tax- 
payers a $190 credit; to make special 
payments up to $400 a year to the work- 
ing poor; and to close .a variety of al- 
leged loopholes.

The House committee, -wb'rking on its 


own version of tax reform, is not bound 
to accept any of these, so the debt ceil- 
ing bill may be in dispute until close to 
its deadline. 


In a related development, Treasury 


officials said the department soon will 
begin pressing banks for interest pay- 
ments on government funds tempora- 
rily on deposit. For 57 years, commer- 
cial banks have been able to keep in 
non-interest-paying accounts for peri- 
ods of a week to 10 days payments 
made by persons who write checks to 
the government for their taxes or other 
sums due.

Judiciary Committee has been advised 
by its two top lawyers that it can't rely 
on White House-edited transcripts in 
its impeachment inquiry. 


Errors, omissions and deletions in 


the 46 conversations released April 30 
by President Nixon make them unsatis- 
factory as evidence; say chief counsel 
John Doar and Albert Jenner, the chief 
minority counsel. 
They tola the committee Thursday 


there was "an absolute need" to get the 


tapes of the conversations if the im- 
peachment verdict is to be based on the 
best evidence. 


Nixon spurned a committee subpoena 


for 11 Watergate tapes Wednesday and 
said he would not respond to any other 
subpoenas it may issue for Watergate 
material. He turned over the tran- 
scripts in response to an earlier sub- 
poena for tapes. 


In another Watergate arena, today is 


the deadline for White House response 
to subpoenas for papers left behind by 


two former Nixon aides when they still 
were working for the President. U.S. 
District Court Judge Gerhard Gesell 
has said he might have to throw out 
charges against the five defendants in 
the Ellsberg break-in case if all rele- 
vant material is not provided. 


And in still another tapes develop- 


ment, the Senate Watergate committee 
was told it had not shown sufficient 
need for five White House tape record- 
ings it had been seeking. The U.S. 
Court of Appeals came to that decision 


Thursday in ruling against the com- 
mittee's 10-month legal battle for the 
tapes. 


In other Watergate developments. 


-Atty. Gen. William B. Saxbe told 


the Senate Judiciary Committee that 
special prosecutor Leon Jaworski will 
not be fired. Saxbe told committee 
Chairman James 0. Eastland, D-Miss., 
that he will continue to guarantee Ja- 
worski's freedom in the Watergate in- 
vestigation. 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. (AP) -A team 


of Air Force specialists searched in 
fields near this city today for a small 
amount of radioactive material re- 
ported aboard a cargo plane which 
disintegrated in flight during a thun- 
derstorm. 


The three crewmen and a Navy cou- 


rier said to be aboard the Saturn Air- 
ways C130 were presumed dead in the 
Thursday night crash. Only parts of 
bodies were found near the crash site. 
Authorities said the plane crashed af- 
ter disintegrating. 


Air Force Maj. Douglas Rhodes said 


the radioactive material was in a "ca- 
nister of controlled pure water which 
contains a minute quantity of radio- 
active isotopes." He said it was un- 
likely that the canister would break 
open on impact, and said if it did the 
amount of radiation would not be dan- 
gerous. 


Earlier, Rhodes had identified the 


material as Cobalt 60, and said it was 


contained in a 15-pound canister. 


A Federal Aviation Administration 


spokeswoman described the amount of 
radioactivity as "at about the level 
given off by a luminous dial watch." A 
Defense Department spokeswoman in 
Washington said the material was used 
for medical purposes. 


Rhodes said all other cargo aboard 


the plane, including two dummy tor- 
pedoes and some aircraft signal flares, 
also was considered harmless. Saturn 
is a private airways which hauls cargo 
under contract with the Navy. 


A spokesman for Saturn, based in 


Oakland, Calif., said the flight was 
bound for Indianapolis and had origi- 
nated at Alameda (Calif.) Naval Air 
Station. 


America's 'ambassador of music' Duke Ellington dies at 75 


NEW YORK (AP) -Duke Ellington, 


who introduced a sizzling brand of jazz 
to Harlem in the 1920s and later be- 
came America's goodwill music am- 
bassador the world over as bandleader 
and composer, died today of cancer and 
pneumonia. He was 75. 


Edward Kennedy Ellington, nick- 


named "Duke" for his impeccable at- 
tire died at 3.10 a.m. at Columbia 
Presbyterian Medical Center. 


"Mr. Ellington suffered from cancer 


involving both lungs and pneumonia at 
the end," the hospital said in a state- 
ment on behalf of the family. 


"He entered the hospital at the end of 


March and received intensive radio and 
chemotherapy treatments. He was 
heartened by the thousands of mes- 
sages from his friends around the 
world." 


At his bedside at his death was his 


sister, Ruth, and his son, Mercer. 


The funeral will be Monday at St. 


John the Divine Cathedral in New 
York. 


Ellington had been unable to attend 


celebrations for his 75th birthday in 
New York last moftth. The celebration

brought together 35 jazz groups and 
soloists in a tribute to the jazz master. 


In February, Ellington had returned 


to Washington, where he grew up, and 
performed for several hundred inner 
city school children and Julie Nixon 
Eisenhower. 


The President's daughter hailed El- 


lington as "one of my heroes" and 


Ellington 


brought a letter from her father ad- 
dressed to "his excellency the Duke of 
Ellington." The letter from President 
Nixon proclaimed that "there'll never 
be another you." 


And across the world music-loving 


audiences agreed, as they clapped in 
time, stomped and shouted to the 
smooth jazz of the Ellington band. 


Ani<ng the honors given Ellington in 


the course of his career was the French 
Legion of Honor, presented in July of 
1973. 


Born Edward Kennedy Ellington, the 


"Duke" was known the world over and 
was the first jazz musician to receive 
the French Legion of Honor, an award 
he was presented in July of 1973. 


Asked how many countries had given 


him awards, he replied. 


"I never count awards. I only enjoy. I 


don't even count the bars when I write, 
do I? Oh, I guess I have to." 


Ellington, a tall, urbane, baggy-eyed 


piano player, wrote more than 1,000 
compositions. Among them are some 
that almost everybody can hum —"In 
My Solitude," "f Let "A Song Go Out of 
My Heart," "Don't Get Around Much 
Any More," and dozens more. 


In later years he poured out a pro- 


digious stream of longer orchestral 
pieces, tone poems, sacred works, cho- 
ral pieces, movie, television and ballet 
scores, and even an opera or two. 


President Nixon invited him to the 


White House on his 70th birthday and 
gave him the nation's highest civilian 
"•"inor, the Medal of Freedom. 


Republic of Togo in Africa put 


his picture on a postage stamp in a 1967 
series which also featured Bach, 
Beethoven and Debussy. 


Avant-garde composer Gunther 


Schuller has called Ellington "cer- 
tainly the greatest American compo- 
ser." 


Arturo Toscanini commissioned El- 


lington to write a piece for his NBC 
Symphony, and other symphony or- 
chestras around the world have played 
Ellington's music. So has almost every 
dance band. 


In 1965, when he was 66, a Pulitzer 


Prize jury recommended him for a spe- 
cial award, but the advisory board re- 
jected it. 


"Fate is being kind to me," Elling- 


ton said. "Fate doesn't want me to be 
famous too young." 


As he approached 70, he said his big- 


gest competitor was the Duke Ellington 
of 25 years before. People kept de- 
manding that he play his old favorites 
— "Mood Indigo," "Sophisticated 
Lady," "Do Nothin' Til You Hear From 
Me," "I've Got It Bad and That Ain't 
Good." (His theme, "Take the A 
' 'rain," was written by his long-time 
Arranger and assistant composer, Billy 


Strayhorn, who died in 1967). 


Ellington always complied with 


requests — but he preferred playing 
something new. Once asked his favorite 
among his own compositions, he said. 
"It's always the one coming up —the 
one I'll write tonight." 


Ellington was born April 29, 1899 in 


Washington, D.C. but he has been Duke 
ever since high school because of the 
elegant way he dressed. 


His father was a butler, caterer and 


blueprint maker for the Navy, who pro- 
vided well for his family, but bragged 
that his son made more money playing 
the piano. 


The boy actually showed more early 


talent for painting than music, and won 
an art scholarship to New York's Pratt 
Institute. He turned it down, and even- 
tually went to New York as a musician 
Pianists like Willie "The Lion" Smith 
and Fats Waller let him sit in, and cut 
him in on tips. 


In those days, Ellington said he 


couldn't match the technical virtuosity 
of such pianists as Smith and Waller, 
so he turned to composing to have mu-

Magazine explores 
plight of battered wife 


The serious plight of battered wives in 


London is the subject of "Notes From 
Aboard" in the current issue of a 
woman's magazine. 


Gay Search, a free-lance writer who 


lives in London, spoke to many women 
who had been trapped in the vicious 
circle of a violent marriage. A typical 
case is that of Pat. 


"She is in her mid-twenties, pretty, 


intelligent, articulate, and six months 
pregnant. She is also blind in one eye. 
Her husband is kind and considerate 
five days a week. On Friday and Satur- 
day night, he goes drinking and beats 
her. Pat's blindness is a result of one of 
those beatings." 


Hunderds of such cases have been 


dealt with over the past two years by 
Women's Aid. 


A voluntary organization, it was con- 


ceived of first as an advice center for 
women. However, before the first coat 
of paint had dried at the small house in 
Chiswick, women and children began to 
arrive, not for advice, but for refuge. 


Battered wives have few legal options 


in Britain because both police and 
social service authorities are reluctant 
to intervene in what they call "domes- 
tics" or a "lover's tiff." 


A woman who leaves home because 


her husband has beaten her has 'of- 
ficially' left of her own will. Therefore, 
local authorities will not help her find 
a new home or job. 


Women's Aid does respond to all the 


needs of the battered women and 
children who arrive at the center. And 
most importantly, the women gain sup- 
port from each other. 


"Learning that they are not alone is 


the first step toward hope." According 
to Erin Pizzey, the founder of Women's 
Aid, what is needed is legal and societal 
recognition of the problem. 


The issue of battered wives is by no 


means singular in Britain, says the 
magazine. Women all over the world 
have had similar experiences.

Does your child accept guidance?

Q: For Christmas, our son received a 


complete basketball basket, with all the 
trimmings. But mounting it is giving us 
a real headache. We have no garage; 
just a carport with a dead flat roof. We 
fear that we would be always climbing 
up there to retrieve the ball. Can you 
offer any suggestions to help us out of 
our dilemma? —Chicago. 


A: Several, such as (1) Also give him 


a ladder so he can do his own climbing. 
(2) Put up an oversized backboard. (3) 
Protect the length of the roof by a 
couple of volley ball nets, mounted on 
tall discarded TV antenna posts (junk 
yard). 


Our friend Mrs. Eleanne Campbell, 


Berlin, Mass., sends her solution to the 
problem of black cement oozing up 
between kitchen floor tiles, which has 
buggeu one of our readers. As follows: 


"My husband feels that if a little 


adhesive is good, a lot is better. So the 
stuff has been coming up between the 
cracks for two years. Solvents which 
work will ruin the tile. Dry, coarse 
steel worked but was very hard on the 
worker. One day, in desperation, I took 
a razor blade scraper, the type used to 
take paint from glass. One push along 
a crack and the hardened 
stuff 


snapped off like magic. A 9-by-12 foot 
area was clean in less than 10 minutes. 
The cement still seeps up from time to 
time, but is no longer a problem. And 
it leaves no scratches.

Q: Is there any simple way to move

A: "Simple" is somewhat relative. 


For a couple of professional middle 
linebackers, no problem. For a couple of 
normal-sized gents, or even one, it gets 
tougher. If you can slip a piece of car- 
peting, nap side down, under each leg, 
witli about four feet left over as a 
handle, this will make it not too hard to 
slide. To avoid the dents, place large, 
flat-bottomed weight-distributing cups 
under the wheels. But then the wheels 
won't do any good for rolling. (So don't 
throw out that piece of carpeting.) 


Q: Can commercial wood paneling 


withstand the humidity of a bathroom? 
—Racine. 


A: Certainly, provided it has been 


thoroughly finished on all surfaces and 
edges to seal out moisture and damp- 
ness. Check this point when you buy. 
Probably unnecessary, but it costs 
nothing to ask. 


Q: Some people claim that hot water 


and coffee grounds help keep the sink 
drain open. Others prefer to throw 
them out. What is your recommenda- 
tion? - Norfolk 


A: I'm not a believer in the cleanser 


theory, but I also believe in not clutter- 
ing up the drain unnecessarily. So I 
prefer to throw coffee grounds into the 
garbage.

One of the most difficult things for 


your preschooler to learn is to follow 
directions. It is usually not so much that 
he is unwilling or unable to listen or 
obey, but that he does not yet under- 
stand the principles involved. Most 
children do not receive guidance when it 
comes to asking or finding their way. 
Therefore, following instructions is dif- 
ficult for them. The result can be a good 
deal of irritation for both parents and 
children. The kids never seem to be able 
to find what you ask them for or to do 
exactly what you want them to. 


Your child may eventually discover 


how to follow directions. Meanwhile, 
seeming inability may be the cause of 
many unnecessary tears, problems, 
dangers and inconveniences. 


Let your child help you do things, and 


let him discover that things must be 
done according to a plan that assures 
success. He needs you to name and 
explain the qualities of objects and 
sequences of actions. While you undress 
him, say, "First we have to take off your 
brown shoes then your white socks" etc. 
Conversation helps your child to realize 
that objects can be distinguished by 
their qualities. And, it is your job to 
describe their uses in workable 
sequences. You can even pretend to try 
to take off socks before you remove 
shoes and your child will tell you that 
you are being silly and you will have 
brought about the need to do things in a 
specific order, if they are to work. 


Your child needs a sense of direction 


before you can expect him to follow 
directions. Teach right and left, up and 
down, over and under, front and back, 
right side up and upside down. After he 
understands what these terms mean, 
you can teach him to listen to your 
insturctions and to remember descrip- 
tive and directional clues. Play "hide 
and seek" with objects to which you 
ascribe qualities and locations. Tell 
him that he is "hot" or "cold" as he 
comes closer to the hidden object or 
goes farther away from it. When he 
realizes that paying attention to your 
directional and descriptive clues pays 
off, he'll recognize the value of the 
information and will try to remember 
the sequence in which you give it. 


You will find that your child will begin 


to give his own directions in play. He'll 
babble on about the things he is going to 
do and eventually, will be able to follow 
directions and learn to direct others 
with increasing precision. 


In order to learn to pay attention to 


descriptive clues, and to discover that 
things work best according to a plan and 
in a given order, your child needs your 


conversation, explanation and direction. 
Once he realizes that your directions are 
leading him successfully, he will be 
more inclined to follow them. He'll be 
better able to reason and will therefore 
become more reasonable.

When the hand was played in a na- 


tional tournament some years ago, the 
king of diamonds was usually the open- 
ing lead. In some cases diamonds were 
continued at the second trick. 


At these tables South ruffed the

South would take the ace of clubs, lead 
another trump to dummy and try the 
heart finesse.

working at a frustrating job, quarreling 
with a spouse or perhaps misplacing 
house or car keys. The Lewises point 
out that reactions don't stop in your 
head. Perhaps a knot is felt in the 
stomach or a tightening in the throat 
"All are common physiological reac- 
tions to emotions! stress." 


In support of the belief that our 


"emotions can alter the output of 
glands, impair blood supply and blood 
pressure, impede digestion, causes ab- 
normalities in breathing rate and body 
temperature," Dr. Bernard L. Mallett, 
an English psychiatrist, is quoted. "We 
cannot weigh guilt or calculate the 
infective dose of fear, yet these may be 
as productive of disease as • the 
staphylococcus or the virus." 


Allowing for this symbiotic rela- 


tionship of mind and body, "Can You 
Will Yourself to Good Health?" Yes, 
according to evidence presented by the 
Lewises. 


Neurologist Stuart H. Mann, of the 


University of California School of 
Medicine in Irvine, is training his pa- 
tients at Long Beach Community Hospi- 
tal "to will their pain down by thinking 
pleasant thoughts. One woman with leg 
pains so severe she was on virtual 
round-the-clock medication now can go 
six hours without a pill." Meanwhile, 
Dr. Bernard T. Engel of the National

your autonomic nervous system — a 
nerve network ordinarily beyond ...

in the blood —a compound associated 
with anxiety and high blood pressure."

medical parophernatia, most of us car 
combat a host of diseases simply by 
acting to modify everyday life to reduce 
emotional conflicts. 


Since "people suffering

diseases tend to have similar emotional 
conflicts," watch for early signs of 
trouble. "Peptic ulcer sufferers tend to 
seek love via achievements ... trying to 
be perfect in everything they undertake. 
Neurodermatjtis victims crave to be 
touched and held, perhaps as a result of 
not being fondled enough as infants." 


Sidestep 
stressful 
situations. 


Psychiatrist Ari Kiev of Cornell Univer- 
sity School of Medicine suggests it's 
better to avoid situations that make you 
enraged. "Find out what makes you 
happy. Do that as much as possible, and 
—whenever you can —avoid what makes 
you unhappy." 


Modulate situations of change in life. 


Good events as well as bad produce 
stress. Psychiatrist Thomas H. Holmes 
of Washington University School of 
Medicine attributes the connection

Whether good or bad, "big events in 
your life may mean that you'll be ill, so 
keep other stresses to a minimum."

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Fulton, Menn and Nehs Ltd., claiming 
the citizens had been forced to pay an 
attorney to assure that ordinances were 
enforced. They contended that the city 
attorney should have supported their 
claim. 


Maloney contended that the concrete 


batching plant would not have been tem- 
porary and that it would have presented a 
hardship to the neighbors. "If nothing 
had been done they'd be operating 
today," he said. 


Mrs. Kenneth Schoemck, 2526 S. 


Madison St., claimed the residents had 
been forced to pay a private attorney for 
the job that should have been done by the 
city attorney. "Our point tonight should 
be to get through to you that we pay, 
through taxes, for legal services," she 
said.

center, said that while the facility now 
has adequate quarters, it still has a 
skeletal staff "and is not able to do any 
more than it was doing when it was a 
little hole in the wall." 


Maurice was equally critical of the 


center operation.

seling because of drug problems and the 
person facing an emotional crisis are of- 
ten forced to wait for out-patient services 
in the present circumstances at the 
Guidance Center," Maurice said.

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Scoff's firing evokes shock & confusion 
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NEENAH — Former school board member 


Frank Hochholzer was on the committee that 
chose Dr. Donald Scott as superintendent 14 
years ago. "I got back from vacation last night 
and read the paper," Hochholzer said today, 
"and I was shocked." 
. His reaction to Scott's firing was similar to 
that of other observers in the community: 
surprise, disappointment and confusion about 
the board of education's reasons. 


Mayor Roman Hauser said, "I was very much 


surprised. I thought they did it pretty much 
around the bush; the way it was put, a guy's in 
there for 14 years, and all of a sudden he's fired; 
it just doesn't add up." 


Paul Hansen, who was elected to the school 


board April 2, but does not take his seat until 
July, said, "I don't know whether it was a 
function of the manner in which the board chose 
to treat the matter, or the manner in which the 
press processed it, but I did not find the writfpn 
explanations entirely satisfactory" Hansen 
said the firing surprised him. 


Hansen said he did not know the details of the 


board's decision making, "So the best stance I 
think I can adopt now is very little comment." 


Others associate^ with the board of the school 


system were reluctant to state their feelings. 
One long-time Neenah teacher said he thought 
Scott was one of the hardest working superin- 
tendents around, then called back and asked 
that his name not be used. 


But most persons contacted were quite can- 


did. Michael McCarty, president of the Neenah 
teacher's union for the past year, said, "I think 
most of the teachers had a real rapport with 
him." 


McCarty added, "And we were stunned, as 


you might well imagine." 


Asked to give some explanation of the firing, 


school board members John Speech and Warren 
Wilson had said Thursday that the board wanted 
a more effective job of "community relations" 
from the superintendent. They praised Scot's 
performance as an educator. 


Hochholzer commented that the selection 


committee knew Scott's strengths and weak- 
nesses when he was hired. And he was hired for 
uis skills as an educator, Kochhoizer said, and 
not on the basis of his public relations 
experience. 


Hochholzer, who was on the board from 1950 


to 1972, said, "I have been personally acquaint- 
ed with the last four superintendents of schools, 


and I have personally worked with the last 
three, and each one of them had their strengths 
and weaknesses —we all do- 


"And in all my years on the board, the 


criticism from the public regarding the 
superintendent of schools has always been the 
same —that they were getting too much money 
and that they were trying to build a 'dynasty.' " 


But, Hochholzer continued, Scott always kept 


a tight rein on school finances, and he was 
always respected by the teachers. He saluted 
Scott on behalf of former students and said, 
"The people know that Don Scott's given them 
their money's worth." 


One observer who praised the school board's 


decision was George Strohmeyer, Town of 
Menasha chairman and a member of the fiscal 
control board. He said, "It took courage to do 
what they did." He also said the action might 
give impetus to the formation of a unified school 
district, because it showed that the Neenah 
school board could exert its independence. 


Another member of the fiscal control board, 


Aid. Robert Troyer, found weaknesses in the 
board's explanation. "I think some of the com- 
munications shortcomings in the past two years 
cannot all be attributed to the superintendent. I 


think some of the communications shortcom- 
ings rest directly on the shoulders of the 
president of the board of education." 


Troyer said he respected the board's juris- 


diction and did not know the details of the 
contract termination. But the board's interest in 
improving community or public relations would 
have to be largely carried out by the school 
board itself, Troyer said. 


Other observers were simply bewildered. 
And Scott himself, in a statement issued 


Thursday afternoon, said, "I do not understand 
the reason for the decision, but I accept it. No 
specified reason has been given for my release 
except that in some general way I have not been 
meeting the board's expectations in such areas 
as public relations and selling the successes of 
the school to the community." 


Scott said, "I don't want to sound vindictive. 


I don t want it to create a community hassle." 


Scott said the board had given him the op- 


portunity to resign, but he chose not to do so. He 
was verbally notified of the board's decision 
Wednesday of last week, and received a written 
notification from board president Neal Perry on 
Sunday.

Soft contact lenses 
need gentler handling 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: Are there any 


dangers in wearing soft contact lenses, 
provided all precautions are taken? Are 
they better for teen-agers than regular 
contacts? — E.A.B. 


They're probably no more dangerous 


than the hard contact lenses, but there 
are advantages and disadvantages. 


The soft lens molds to the contour of 


the eyeball better and is more comfor- 
table. In some eye conditions, par- 
ticularly if the cornea is of unusual 
shape, the soft lenses have a definite 
usefulness. Your eye specialist would 
advise you about that — in fact, my 
advice is to listen to what the specialist 
tells you rather than insisting that you 
want a certain type. 


It is essential that the soft lenses be 


sterilized every day because bacteria 
have been found either from handling 
the lenses or from contamination 
carried in the air. 


r 
The soft lenses must be handled most 


carefully because the very thin covering 
can be ruptured. They can be lost more 
easily and be harder to find because of 
their jelly-like consistency. 


Vision may not be as sharp with the 


soft lens, but the difference is not great. 


The soft lens may have to be replaced 


oftener than the older type. 


But some patients can tolerate the 


soft lenses better than the hard. 


There are valid arguments for and 


. against. But the soft lenses are newer 
; and improvements are being made 


constantly. So I repeat: Pay attention to 
your eye specialist's advice. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: Did you ever 


hear of putting an incision :n the gall 
bladder and letting the bile drain? What 
is the outcome? Will it ever heal? Is it 
just an experiment? —C.B. 


Yes, it is commonly done. A tube is 


put through the gall bladder wall and 
extends through the skin to the outside. 
The tube eventually is removed or ex- 
truded and both incisions heal. 


It is not an experiment, but it is a 


technique to be used only at the sur- 
geon's discretion, depending on the 


nature of the gall bladder problem. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: I have to know as 


soon as possible what you have heard 
and what you know of a lens implant for 
cataracts. — B.J. 


To my knowledge, a lens transplant is 


not done for a cataract. Are you sure 
you 
aren't 
thinking of 
corneal 


transplant —transplanting the cornea, 
or outer covering the eyeball? That's 
done regularly. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: I had a test for 


glaucoma and it registered 26. Can you 
tell me something about it? Does high 
blood pressure have anything to do with 
it? I am taking medication for that. I 
am 68. —Mrs. S.D. 


Glaucoma is an increase in pressure 


within the eyeball, but has no direct 
relationship to high blood pressure. It 
can occur in patients with normal blood 
pressure. Occurrence is a coincidence, 
although a rather common one because 
high blood pressure is so prevalent. 


A reading of 26 is elevated, since 20 is 


regarded as top normal. Prompt —and 
continuing treatment with eye drops is 
the right course, since untreated 
glaucoma can cause blindness.

glaucoma and cataracts can lead to 
blindness.

Heyl said 
his Guidance Center consulting work will 


amount to more than that. Heyl said he 
would continue to work closely with the 
unified board and will attend meetings, 
but will not receive compensation. 


— Heard Maurice report that inter- 


views for mental health program coor- 
dinator will be held June 5. 


— Agreed to ask the county board's 


finance and human resources commit- 
teses to reinstate the short-lived crisis 
intervention program at the county 
Health Center. 


The program, designed to provide 


professional, " emergency help in cases 
that would include potential suicide, 
drug or alcohol abuse, emotional 
problems and desperate family situa- 
tions, was started early this year but was 
abandoned a short time later because of 
tightened state funding reimbursements 
that affected a number of unified health 
services programs.

WAUPACA —The county board this 


week voted to form a County Commis- 
sion on Aging, providing the necessary 
channel for senior citizens to receive 
their share of special federal and state 
monies to sustain independent living 
and have a voice in identifying their 
needs for a better economic and social 
life. 


The supervisors learned from Robert 


Wagner of the State Division of Family 
Services, Green Bay, that this commis- 
sion will act as an advocate for the 
elderly, set priorities and apply for 
funds to fill the gaps in services now 
provided in Waupaca County. 


The commission will consist of nine to 


13 members, and 51 per cent of the 
membership must be 60 years of age or 
over. At least one member must be 
under the age of 30, and no more than 
two members can be elected county 
officials. County Board Chairman 
Woodrow Smith said he would make the 
appointments as soon as possible and 
hopes to have them ready for confir- 
mation at the June 18 meeting. 


The county commission will elect one 


representative to the Area Council on 
Aging, which is made up of one 
representative from each of the eight 
counties in the Lake Winnebago 
Areawide Comprehensive Health Plan- 
ning Council. It will be through the Area 
Council on Aging that planning services 
can be purchased with the $51,033 grant 
from the federal government for this 
year. 


Projects submitted from the eight 


individual commissions will be eligible 
for the $125,000 grant earmarked for 
this purpose for 1975. 


The county board can spend addi- 


tional money, if it is deemed necessary, 
when the priority needs are identified. 
The projects could be for transporta- 
tion, food, housing, health services, 
welfare, homemaking, counseling and 
referral services, informational and 
recreational programs and a number of 
services designed to help senior citizens 
avoid mstitutionalization. 


"The many people on fixed incomes 


need a variety of aids, such as trans- 
portation to the doctors, help with 
planning and preparing nutritional 
food, budget counseling - the needs are 
endless," Wagner said. "Every county 
is unique and Waupaca County will have 
the means of identifying the needs and 
setting priorities." 


At first glance, it appeared that 


Waupaca's initial expense will be reim- 
bursing commission members for 
transportation to meetings. 


The supervisors also approved the

Mrs. Gordon 


Meiklejohn, route 1, Waupaca, to the 
Shawano-Waupaca Unified Board to 
represent the interests of the develop- 
mentally disabled. Mrs. Meiklejohn has 
served on the Waupaca County As- 
sociation for Retarded Children and the 
Day Care Board and has been active in 
community affairs. She will fill the 
vacancy on t"e Unified Board c»-eated 
by the resilnation of Lloyd Matheson, 
Waupaca, on April 24. 


A proposal by the Law Enforcement 


Committee to increase the cost from $5 
to $10 per night for use of its patrol cars 
by the towns of Farm ing ton and Dayton 
was approved. The increase was made 
to cover the rising cost of maintenance 
and depreciation. Supv. Geary Wilson, a 
member of that committee, observed 
that the increase was not going to be 
enough to cover the price of gasoline."

and handkerchiefs are hauled out to 
dry moistened eyes. 


The Indianapolis 500 is here 


again-No. 58 in the dramatic 
series-and everybody still is argu- 
ing whether it's sport or legalized 
mayhem.

ing horror of rain and fire? Salt 
Waltheer's sleek racer hit a wall in 
front of the grandstand and exploded 
like a bombshell. Miraculously, the 
intrepid driver lived to race again 
with hands almost half burned away 
by the flames. 


But Art Pollard died in the trials 


and Swede Savage lasted only a 
month after his car disintegrated on 
the fourth turn. A pit employe was 
struck and killed by an ambulance.

Revson lost his life on a South 
African track at a spot callously 
labeled "Barbecue Bend."

said, was outlawed by the NCAA in 
April 1969.

To translate 
that comment into brutally plain words, 
then the bags of coins that you think are 
being held for you in safekeeping may 
not even exist! You'll be holding 
nothing.

Behind it all is the fact that, as of 


now, this field of investment is subject 
to little or no government regulation. 
New York appears to be the only state 
conducting intensive investigations — 
and as a result, Lefkowitz is fighting 
hard for strict regulation, new laws and 
stepped-up enforcement of consumer 
protection legislation. 


Meanwhile to protect yourself: before 


you invest in silver, coins, check the 
financial condition of the seller. Ask for 
bank references, a financial statement, 
names of satisfied customers — and 
don't compromise on this. 


Ask where your coins are to be stored 


if you buy on margin and make sure 
your coins do indeed exist and are 
yours. 


Demand an 
explanation of all 


charges-storage, interest, etc.-and be 
suspicious if there is any hedging on the 
answers.

Waupaca approves 
county unit on aging 


WAUPACA - The county board this 


week voted to form a County Commis- 
sion on Aging, providing the necessary 
channel for senior citizens to receive 
their share of special federal and state 
monies to. sustain independent living 
and have a voice in identifying their 
needs for a better economic and social 
life. 


The supervisors learned from Robert 


Wagner of the State Division of Family 
Services, Green Bay, that this commis- 
sion will act as an advocate for the 
elderly, set priorities and apply for 
funds to fill the gaps in services now 
provided in Waupaca County. 


The commission will consist of nine to 


13 members, and 51 per cent of the 
membership must be 60 years of age or 
over. At least one member must be 
under the age of 30, and no more than 
two members can be elected county 
officials. County Board Chairman 
Woodrow Smith said he would make the 
appointments as soon as possible and 
hopes to have them ready for confir- 
mation at the June 18 meeting. 


The county commission will elect one 


representative to the Area Council on 
Aging, which is made up of one 
representative from each of the eight 
counties in the 
Lake Winnebago 


Areawide Comprehensive Health Plan- 
ning Council. It will be through the Area 
Council on Aging that planning services 
can be purchased with the $51,033 grant 
from the federal government for this 
year. 


Projects submitted from the eight 


individual commissions will be eligible 
for the $125,000 grant earmarked for 
this purpose for 1975. 


The county board can spend addi- 


tional money, if it is deemed necessary, 
when the priority needs are identified. 
The projects could be for transporta- 
tion, food, housing, health services, 
welfare, homemaking, counseling and 
referral services, informational and 
recreational programs and a number of 
services designed to help senior citizens 
avoid institutionalization.

with a new 24-bed facility, took their 
cause to the people Thursday night in a 
public hearing before the Waupaca 
County Health Resource Committee and 
the executive committee of the Lake 
Winnebago Area-Wide Comprehensive 
Health Planning Council. 


They held tenaciously to the needs for 


the hospital to serve the 4,000 people in its 
present service area and predicted that if 
the hospital goes, it will mean that the 
two physicians in the community would 
leave the lola Nursing Home which 
provides skilled nursing care to 38 pa- 
tients would soon follow. 


Documenting their position was a 


report from James Dixon of Consultant 
Services, Fond du Lac, concluding that a 
new hospital has the ability to generate 
patient revenue sufficient to cover 
operating 
expenses 
and 
provide 


reasonable gain. 


The summation of a report from Haney 


Associates, Kansas City, Mo., that the 
need for the hospital is urgent and "an 
unusually sound and impressive case 
can be made for building a complete new 
hospital." 


Projected plans by architect Philip J. 


Twohig, Fond du Lac, and Hutter Cons- 
truction Co., Fond du Lac, show that if 
project is approved, construction could 
be.completed within 14 months at an 
estimated cost of $833,545, or $32,000 per 
bed. 


The board began a study one year 


before Louis Hamel, chief of Medicare 
certification, Madison, made his survey 
and reported that the present building 
does not meet the current life safety 
code. 


Non-certification by Medicare would

The State Board of Vocational, Tech- 


nical and Adult Education expressed 
strong disagreement with the Northeast 
Wisconsin Technical Institute Board's 
recent decision to refuse to use district 
funds to support a vocational program at 
the State Reformatory. 


In stating its opposition to the NWTI 


Board's action in April which left the 
program without the necessary $15,000, 
the state board also indicated that it is 
considering steps to force district boards 
to set aside a certain percentage of local 
tax money for just such programs. 


The NWTI Board approved of the 


program that would offer vocational 
training to reformatory inmates, but 
contended that since a greater percen- 
tage of the inmates come form outside 
the district, the program should be 
funded by the state. 


The state board did not agree. A sub- 


committee of the board has recommend- 
ed that a resolution requiring all district 
boards to set aside funds for programs 
for disadvantage be studied for its 
legality. 


Board Vice-President Peter Senn of 


Campbellsport pointed out that residents 
of the Town of Allouez, near the refor- 
matory, argued against the proposed 
reduction in inmate and staff numbers 
recently because of a claim that the ins- 
titution represented a major industry for 
the area. 


Senn said that if the reformatory was a 


major industry, area taxpayers should 
be anxious to help support it. Both Senn 
and board member Hurt Zien of Mil- 
waukee had been critical of the NWTI 
Board action. 


A similar inmate program has been 


undertaken through the Kettle Morain 
District with inmates at Waupun State 
Prison. Several inmates there received 
diplomas two weeks ago.

Campground reservation plan is boom to campers

A new reservation system for state 


campgrounds should mean added 
convenience for campers and camp 
managers, but state officials say it 
contains no remendy for weekend 
crowding at the state's camping facili- 
ties during the peak summer months. 


"Some people will have it made and 


other people won't, and it's still going to 
be crowded on weekends," Loren 
Thorson, a recreation spokesman with 
the Department of Natural Resources, 
said. 


The system, included in legislation 


signed into law by Gov. Patrick J. Lucey 
earlier this month, goes into effect June 
10 and covers 910 campsites at six state 
parks and state forests. 


Those sites amount to less than 20 per 


cent of the state's 5,200 camp sites, but 
they are located in parks and forests 
liul ftictll> icCci\ lUg tilt: heat icSi i_l uSh of 
camping pressure.

Budget bill 
criticized 
by GOP 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) —The budget 


review bill passed by the Republican- 
controlled Wisconsin Senate this week 
was criticized Friday by GOP leader of 
the Assembly.

room at the state's facilities for most 
summer weekends. 


Thorson said the state's camping 


areas are normally filled to within 90 per 
cent of capacity on weekends during the 
peak periods of mid June to mid August. 


With the total occupancy at 90 per cent, 


"we obviously have a lot of parks that 
are 100 per cent filled up" during those 
weekends, he said, although the pres- 
sure is not as great on week days. 


He emphasized that those unable to 


camp at state units can usually find 
facilities at private campgrounds, which 
have a total of about 22,000 sites. Public 
Mleb operated by iocdi governments arid 
another 5,000 or more camp sites, he 
said. 


"We do not discourage campers from 


coming to state parks just because 
public campgrounds are full," he said. 


Those staying at camp areas outside 


the state parks or state forests can still 
enjoy park facilities during the day, he 
said. 


"It is not the state's purpose to provide 


camping opportunities for all the people 
who want to camp," Thorson said. He 
said the state follows a general policy of 
determing what are the best activities 
for a particular park when it is es- 
tablished and developing the park 
accordingly. 


Camping pressure on state facilities 


could be abnormally heavy this year due 
to higher gasoline prices, Thorson said, 
but resource officials will have no real 
indication of camp use until the early 
weeks of the summer season, starting 
after the Memorial Day weekend. 


He said the greater fuel expense might 


make more Wisconsin campers head for 
sites within the state instead of traveling 
elsewhere. 


Residents of the Chicago area, nor- 


mally totaling about 25 per cent of the 
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state park users, "will probably still 
come to Wisconsin just to flee the big 
city" he said. "They really don't have 
much choice but to go north," he added. 


The reservation system applies to 


parks and forests which are among the 
state's most popular. 


Thorson said the reservations could 


help resource officials determine which 
parks would be filled in advance and 
direct prospective campers to other 
uncrowded campgrounds. 


He also said officials would have the 


chance to "observe rather closely and 
profit by any mistakes in developing the 
reservation system," which could be 
expanded to most of the state facilities 
next year. 


Covered under the system are 250 


camping units at Devil's Lake State 
Park near Baraboo; 131 units at Gov. 
Dodge State Park near Dodgevi]io; 175 
at Kettle Moraine State Forest north of 
West Bend; 44 at Kettle Moraine State 
Forest southwest of Waukesha; 185 at 
Peninsula State Park north of Sturgeon 


Bay; and 125 at three campgrounds of 
the Highland State Forest near 
Mirocqua. 


Reservation requests must be filed 


with the parks seven days in advance, 
with state residents allowed a 60-day 
advance registration period, while 
out-of-state campers can make reserva- 
tions 30 days in advance. 


A reservation fee of $2 must accom- 


pany the reservation, along with a 
camping fee of $2.25 daily for rustic 
camping and $2.75 per day for modern 
sites. 
The reservation forms are to be 


available June 3 at the parks, depart- 
ment offices, state tourist information 
centers and the state vacation center in 
Chicago.

CLINTONVILLE — A mock disaster involving 23 students from the 


seventh grade, school personnel, volunteer rescue squad, city police and 
the staff at Clintonville Community Hospital was staged Wednesday. 


The hospital staff had no previous knowledge of the disaster, and 


responded as if it were an actual emergency with serious injuries involved. 


It started when the emergency siren sounded about 9:30 a.m. 
The simulated emergency was a bus accident, which had turned on its 


right side and the only way to evacuate the injured was through the rear 
door. This part of the mock disaster was handled by the volunteer rescue 
squad. 


The hospital was alerted and the doctor on call was notified. All doctor 


and on-duty hospital personnel responded. Off duty personnel also were 
notified and ordered to report to the hospital. 


Parents of the children involved were notified earlier by letter that the 


school was taking part in a simulated disaster. 


Glenn K. Detro, principal, wrote, "This is a community undertaking to 


test the community's facilities to cope with a large scale emergency. 


"Your child has volunteered to act as a victim m this plan and we want 


you to be aware of this involvement. There is a need for secrecy as to time 
if the practice disaster is to be effective. 


"Please listen to the radio Wednesday between 9 and 11 a.m.; when you 


hear the report of a simulated disaster, please aid us by calling the hospital 
and insisting on information about your son or daughter, also call the 
school and question whether your son or daughter is one of the accident 
victims. 


"Disasters have always been proven to have less impact when proper 


planning is present. Your cooperation is appreciated." 


Several parents went directly to the hospital, but were kept away from 


the area by police. 


A hospital official following the program said they were basically 


satisfied with the procedure used but there are some problems to be 
worked out.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: Are there any 


dangers in wearing soft contact lenses, 
provided all precautions are taken? Are 
they better for teen-agers than regular 
contacts? -E.A.B. 


They're probably no more dangerous 


than the hard contact lenses, but there 
are advantages and disadvantages. 


The soft lens molds to the contour of 


the eyeball better and is more comfor- 
table. In some eye conditions, par- 
ticularly if the cornea is of unusual 
shape, the soft lenses have a definite 
usefulness. Your eye specialist would 
advise you about that — in fact, my 
advice is to listen to what the specialist 
tells you rather than insisting that you 
want a certain type. 


It is essential that the soft lenses be 


sterilized every day because bacteria 
have been found either from handling 
the lenses or from contamination 
carried in the air. 


The soft lenses must be handled most 


carefully because the very thin covering 
can be ruptured. They can be lost more 
easily and be harder to find because of 
their jelly-like consistency. 


Vision may not be as sharp with the 


soft lens, but the difference is not great. 


The soft lens may have to be replaced 


oftener than the older type. 


But some patients can tolerate the 


soft lenses better than the hard. 


There are valid arguments for and 


against. But the soft lenses are newer 
and' improvements are being made 
constantly. So I repeat: Pay attention to 
your eye specialist's advice.

This 60,000-gallon 
capacity unit is 131 feet high and 19 feet 
in diameter. The northside tower, built 
in 1937, has a 250,000 gallon tank and is 
95 feet high and 40 feet in diameter. 


This is the first time since 1965 that 


the towers are being painted. Lyon 
explained that the steeplejacks will be 
painting the outside of the towers with 
an aluminum paint, and the inside of 
the tank with a Department of Natural 
Resources approved black tar base 
paint. He said that the DNR must 
approve the paint used on the inside of 
the tower. 


The painters scrape off the old paint 


and then brush on a red lead primer 
before applying two coats of an 
aluminum paint to the outside. 


The inside of the tank also will be 


scraped, primed and painted. Then 
after the inside has dried, a chlorine 
solution will be pumped into the tank to 
insure sterility. 


In addition to the painting, the city 


will install a metal grating across the 
ladder of the southside tank to dis- 
courage people from climbing up the 
tower. Lyon stressed the danger in- 
volved when that happens, saying that 
several times his men have had to climb 
up and rescue someone who "froze" in 
fear after looking down. 


Lyon was unable to estimate how long 


it will take for the two towers to be 
completed as the weather plays an im- 
portant part as to when the crews can 
work. Work is hampered by the kind of 
weather we have had for the past three 
weeks, he said.

A person can 
go to jail, however, if he fails to pay any 
fine, whether it be for a law or ordinance 
violation. 


Ensley said the ordinances are direct- 


ed at first offenders. In the case of 
shoplifters, for example, he would bring 
a state charge if the person previously 
were found guilty of the offense or if his 
action showed professional criminal 
behavior. 


Fines for each of the offenses under the 


proposed ordinances would go up to $200. 


Typically, a person convicted of 


shoplifting normally faces a $50 fine, 
whether it be for a city or state violation. 
Sometimes probation is imposed in state 
cases. 


Under the statutes, disorderly conduct 


is punishable by fines up to $200 and 90 
days in jail, or both. Carrying a con- 
cealed weapon provides for up to a year 
in jail, 


Shoplifting is divided into three 


categories. For items valued at less than 
$100, a misdemeanor charge, a person 
can get up to $200 in fines, six months in 
jail or both. 


Two catelories of felony charges exist. 


For items valued at between $100 and 
$2,500, penalties range up to $5,000 in 
fines and five years in prison or both, 
while for items worth more than $2,500, 
the penalties go up to 15 years in prison 
and $10,000 in fines, or both. 


Nearly all shoplifting cases handled by 


Ensley's office fall in the misdemeanor 
category. 


Ensley said he knows of no current 


county ordinances covering criminal of- 
fenses.

cation was begun. Pure oxygen was supplied through a 
tube. Electric shock was begun, the first at 11.13 a.m. 


"It was powerful enough to lift my entire body inches off 


the operating table, an electrocution in reverse," Solow 
said doctors told him later. "But there was no result. The 
heart still showed no activity." 


A second shock was administered, and at 11 15 a.m. Dr 


Roth remembers: 


"At this time, examination revealed that the patient's 


pupils were constricted and narrow, indicating there was a 
possibility of survival.... After the second shock, we began 
to get evidence of a rhythm on the cardiac monitor. 


"The patient was alive and we rapidly began to get in- 


creasing" movement. He was able to breathe, and we put 
him under nasal oxygen. From that point, we tended to 
stabilize him, giving him whatever drugs were required, 
and monitoring the cardiogram, to make sure the heart 
wouldn't stop again."

Debt limit 
bill squeaks 
by House 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A national 


debt ceiling bill that scraped through 
the House by the narrowest possible 
margin is headed for a Senate that may 
try to turn it into a vehicle for massive 
tax cuts and reforms. 


The bill to increase the Treasury's 
borrowing authority by $19.3 billion, to 
a total of $495 billion, was put to a 
House roll call Thursday that ended 191 
to 190. Speaker Carl Albert, who votes 
only when the House is deadlocked, 
cast the deciding ballot. 


It was the first time since 1957 a 


speaker had cast, from his presiding 
chair, a straight tie-breaking vote. 
Twice since then speakers have voted 
in special situations requiring two- 
thirds. 


Votes on the debt ceiling often are 


taken as referenda on the incumbent 
administration's 
economic 
policies, 
and Democrats were quick to point out 
that Republicans Thursday voted 93 to 
75 against the increase, while Demo- 
crats voted 116 to 97 for it. 


Chairman Wilbur D. Mills, D-Ark., of 


the Ways and Means Committee that 
handled the bill, said the close vote 
showed widespread unhappiness with 
Nixon's handling of the economy. 


He had argued that the House had no 


choice but to pass the bill, reduced by 
his committee from a $505 billion ad- 
ministration request. Unless it is fi- 
nally enacted by June 30, the debt ceil- 


ing will drop about $75 billion below the 
actual debt. 


In the Senate, advocates of tax cuts 


and tax reform have been waiting for 
an opportunity to attach their proposals 
to a House-passed bill, since the Senate 
is barred constitutionally from origi- 
nating tax legislation. 


A minor tariff bill had been picked 


for the vehicle, but Senate sources said 
it now is likely the debt ceiling bill, on 
which Congress must act, will be used 
instead. 


Likely to be offered as amendments 


are a proposal to slash taxes by raising 
the personal exemption from $750 to 
$825, or, alternatively, allowing tax- 
payers a $190 credit; to make special 
payments up to $400 a year to the work- 
ing poor; and to close a variety of al- 
leged loopholes.

Errors, omissions and deletions in 


the 46 conversations released April 30 
by President Nixon make them unsatis- 
factory as evidence, say chief counsel 
John Doar and Albert Jenner, the chief 
minority counsel.

They told the committee Thursday 


there was "an absolute need" to get the 


tapes of the conversations if the im- 
peachment verdict is to be based on the 
best evidence. 


Nixon spurned a committee subpoena 


for 11 Watergate tapes Wednesday and 
said he would not respond to any other 
subpoenas it may issue for Watergate 
material. He turned over the tran- 
scripts in response to an earlier sub- 
poena for tapes. 


In another Watergate arena, today is 


the deadline for White House response 
to subpoenas for papers left behind by 


two former Nixon aides when they still 
were working for the President. U.S. 
District Court Judge Gerhard Gesell 
has said he might have to throw out 
charges against the five defendants in 
the Ellsberg break-in case if all rele- 
vant material is not provided. 


And in still another tapes develop- 


ment, the Senate Watergate committee 
was told it had not shown sufficient 
need for five White House tape record- 
ings it had been seeking. The U.S. 
Court of Appeals came to that decision 


Thursday in ruling against the com- 
mittee's 10-month legal battle for the 
tapes.

Air Force Maj, Douglas Rhodes said 


the radioactive material was in a "ca- 
nister of controlled pure water which 
contains a minute quantity of radio- 
active isotopes." He said it was un- 
likely that the canister would break 
open on impact, and said if it did the 
amount of radiation would not be dan- 
gerous. 


Earlier, Rhodes had identified the 


material as Cobalt 60, and said it was 


contained in a 15-pound canister. 


A Federal Aviation Administration 


spokeswoman described the amount of 
radioactivity as "at about the level 
given off by a luminous dial watch." A 
Defense Department spokeswoman in 
Washington said the material was used 
for medical purposes. 


Rhodes said all other cargo aboard 


the plane, including two dummy tor- 
pedoes and some aircraft signal flares, 
also was considered harmless. Saturn 
is a private airways which hauls cargo 
under contract with the Navy. 


A spokesman for Saturn, based in 


Oakland, Calif., said the flight was 
bound for Indianapolis and had origi- 
nated at Alameda (Calif.) Naval Air 
Station.

America's 'ambassador of music' Duke Ellington dies at 75 


NEW YORK (AP) -Duke Ellington, 


who introduced a sizzling brand of jazz 
to Harlem in the 1920s and later be- 
came America's goodwill music am- 
bassador the world over as bandleader 
and composer, died today of cancer and 
pneumonia. He was 75. 


Edward Kennedy Ellington, nick- 


named "Duke" for his impeccable at- 
tire, died at 3:10 a.m. at Columbia 
Presbyterian Medical Center. 


"Mr. Ellington suffered from cancer 


involving both lungs and pneumonia at 
the end," the hospital said in a state- 
ment on behalf of the family. 


"He entered the hospital at the end of 


March and received intensive radio and 
chemotherapy treatments. He was 
heartened by the thousands of mes- 
sages from his friends around the 
world." 


At his bedside at his death was his 


sister, Ruth, and his son, Mercer. 


The funeral will be Monday at St. 


John the Divine Cathedral in New 
York. 


Ellington had been unable to attend 


celebrations for his 75th birthday in 
New York last month. The celebration 


brought together 35 jazz groups and 
soloists in a tribute to the jazz master. 


In February, Ellington had returned 


to Washington, where he grew up, and 
performed for several hundred inner 
city school children and Julie Nixon 
Eisenhower. 


The President's daughter hailed El- 


lington as "one of my heroes" and 


Ellington 


broughTa letter from her father ad- 
dressed to "his excellency the Duke of 
Ellington." The letter from President 
Nixon proclaimed that "there'll never 
be another you." 
And across the world music-loving 


audiences agreed, as they clapped in 
time, stomped and shouted to the 
smooth jazz of the Ellington band. 


Among the honors given Ellington in 


the course of his career was the French 
Legion of Honor, presented in July of 
1973. 


Born Edward Kennedy Ellington, the 


"Duke" was known the world over and 
was the 'first jazz musician to receive 
the French Legion of Honor, an award 
he was presented in July of 1973. 


Asked how many countries had given 


him awards, he replied: 


"I never count awards. I only enjoy. I 


don't even count the bars when I write, 
do I? Oh, I guess I have to." 


Ellington, a tall, urbane, baggy-eyed 


piano player, wrote more than 1,000 
compositions. Among them are some 
that almost everybody can hum —"In 
My Solitude," "I Let A Song Go Out of 
My Heart," "Don't Get Around Much 
Any More," and dozens more. 


In later years he poured out a pro- 


digious stream of longer orchestral 
pieces, tone poems, sacred works, cho- 
ral pieces, movie, television and ballet 
scores, and even an opera or two. 


President Nixon invited him to the 


White House on his 70th birthday and 
gave him the nation's highest civilian 
honor, the Medal of Freedom. 


The Republic of Togo in Africa put 


his picture on a postage stamp in a 1967 
series which also featured Bach, 
Beethoven and Debussy. 


Avant-garde composer Gunther 


Schuller has called Ellington "cer- 
tainly the greatest American compo- 
ser." 


Arturo Toscanini commissioned El- 


lington to write a piece for his NBC 
Symphony, and other symphony or- 
chestras around the world have played 
Ellington's music. So has almost every 
dance band. 


In 1965, when he was 66, a Pulitzer 


Prize jury recommended him for a spe- 
cial award, but the advisory board re- 
jected it. 


"Fate is being kind to me," Elling- 


ton said. "Fate doesn't want me to be 
famous too young." 


As he approached 70, he said his big- 


gest competitor was the Duke Ellington 
of 25 years before. People kept de- 
manding that he play his old favorites 
- "Mood Indigo," "Sophisticated 
Lady," "Do Nothin' Til You Hear From 
Me/' "I've Got It Bad and That Ain't 
Good." (His theme, "Take the A 
Train," was written by his long-time 
irranger and assistant composer, Billy 


Strayhorn, who died in 1967). 


Ellington always complied with 


requests — but he preferred playing 
something new. Once asked his favorite 
among his own compositions, he said. 
"It's always the one coming up — the 
one I'll write tonight." 


Ellington was born April 29, 1899 in 


Washington, D.C. but he has been Duke 
ever since high school because of the 
elegant way he dressed. 


His father was a butler, caterer and 


blueprint maker for the Navy, who pro- 
vided well for his family, but bragged 
that his son made more money playing 
the piano. 


The boy actually showed more early 


talent for painting than music, and won 
an art scholarship to New York's Pratt 
Institute. He turned it down, and even- 
tually went to New York as a musician. 
Pianists like Willie "The Lion" Smith 
and Fats Waller let him sit in, and cut 
j 


him in on tips. 


In those days, Ellington said he ' 


couldn't match the technical virtuosity ; 


of such pianists as Smith and Waller, 
so he turned to composing to have mu- 
sic that would "lie beneath my fin- 
gers."

Weather key 
to shortages 
of canned goods

Post-Crescent Farm Editor 


Rainy weather has interrupted plant- 


ing of peas and some other canning crops 
in the Fox Valley and could disrupt 
production this year accordittg to 
canners. Weather is the key, however, 
and if good growing conditions prevail 
normal crops may be produced. 


In either case, because of higher prices 


paid to farmers, and for materials such 
as cans and labels, the cost to consumers 
is almost Sure to rise. 


A. C. Jindra, Madison, agricultural 


statistican in charge of vegetable crops 
for the Statistical Reporting Service said 
the weather has already hurt pea 
production. 


"We might still have a good corn 


acreage. . . we can have an exceptional 
corn crop, (but) peas are going to be 
hurt." Snap beans or wax beans could be 
better than average, he said. 


National statistics indicate that as of 


April 1 supplies of canned peas had 
declined 48 per cent from a year earlier. 
Other declines were, canned beets, down 
8 per cent; canned sweet corn, down 11 
per cent; canned tomatoes, down 26 per 
cent and canned pumpkin-squash, down 
39 per cent. 


The supplies of green and wax beans 


had increased 12 per cent from a year 
earlier and the stocks of canned 
applesauce were up 2 per cent. 


Don Qualmann, Hortonville, plant 


manager for Larsen Co., said slightly 
more than 50 per cent of the firm's pea 
output has been planted. Frost and 
wet weather will cause a break in the 
harvest, he said, but said the disruption 
may not be serious. 


"We'll be very similar to last year," he 
said. 


Inventories of some products are low at 


the plant. Spinach has been out of supply 
for a couple of months, he said. Harvest 
of a new crop will start June 6th. 


But the production of the remainder of 


the crops will largely depend on the 
weather, he said. '_'The price of canned 
goods will largely be dependent upon the 
crop we have." 


At Seymour Philip Sachs, office 


manager for Seymour Canning Co., said 
the planting is proceeding better this 
year than during 1973. 


A wet, cool, spring and dry summer 


severely damaged the pea harvest in 
1973. 


Wet weather has delayed planting by 


Stokely Van Camp Inc., according to 
Eugene Appleton, Appleton, plant 
manager. 


He said planting has been delayed 


three weeks. Appleton also said good 
weather could enable canners to produce 
adequate crops. "We could still have a 
fairly normal planting schedule and we 
won't be too far behind." 


He said the high prices for corn and 


soybeans have competed with canning 
contractors who have had trouble con- 
tracting acreage this year. One result 
has been a higher price paid to farmers 
for producing canning crops. "The 
price will definitely rise." 


Appleton said present plans are to 


increase yields of red beets by 15-20 per 
cent if normal or bumper crops are 
produced. 


The Larsen Co., facility at Brillion cans 


red beets and peas. Ray Frisby, plant 
manager, said a hot summer could 
damage crops. He said a shortage of 
products, such as peas, is possible and 
would be felt by consumers if yields are 
not large enough. 


The inventory of canned peas is the 


smallest he remembers. Frisby has 
worked at the plant for 23 years. 


A good crop could curb shortages, he 


said. "A good crop will try to keep us in 
balance." 


George Kasuboski, Pickett, plant 


foreman for Wisconsin State Canners, 
said the firm has built a new cannery to 
double its capacity but that weather con- 
ditions have damaged yields. 


"The planting season is all screwed up. 


We had some peas up four inches and 
they froze off," he said. 


He blamed poor weather for the pos- 


sibility of a crop shortage. "If this 
weather
